She mentions her daughters Erpe, Whadcock, 
Swynfen, Noble and her “daughter Brandreth widow"; her cousin Draffgate, her son 
Roger Brandreth, her daughter Andrews, her cousin John Erpe, her five grandchildren 
Jeane Brandreth, Elizabeth Erpe, Anne Swynfen, Jane Whadcock and Mary Heath; gives 
residue to her kinsman William Erpe and appoints him sole executor [*1614/64 52] 


John Brandreth of Weeford Hall had a son Richard and another son Henry who was a 
warm partizan in the troubles under Charles I and in 1649 [?1659] was one of the 
members of the Committe of State [ERDESWICK (1844) 433] [SHAW says possible]
